TEXT:  1  CORINTHIANS 11:23-34 KJV 


For  I  have  received  of  the  Lord  that 
which  also  I  delivered  unto  you,  That 
the  Lord  Jesus  the  same  night  in 
which  he  was  betrayed  took  bread: 
(24)  And  when  he  had  given  thanks, 
he  brake  it,  and  said,  Take,  eat:  this  is 
my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you:  this 
do  in  remembrance  of  me.  (25)  After 
the  same  manner  also  he  took  the 
cup,  when  he  had  supped,  saying,  This 
cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood: 
this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in 
remembrance  of  me.  (26)  For  as  often 
as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup, 
ye  do  shew  the  Lord's  death  till  he 
come.  (27)  Wherefore  whosoever  shall 
eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of 
the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of 
the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  (28) 


But  let  a  man  examine  himself,  and  so 
let  him  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of 
that  cup.  (29)  For  he  that  eateth  and 
drinketh  unworthily,  eateth  and 
drinketh  damnation  to  himself,  not 
discerning  the  Lord's  body.  (30)  For 
this  cause  many  are  weak  and  sickly 
among  you,  and  many  sleep.  (31)  For 
if  we  would  judge  ourselves,  we 
should  not  be  judged.  (32)  But 
when  we  are  judged,  we  are 
chastened  of  the  Lord,  that  we  should 
not  be  condemned  with  the  world. 
(33)  Wherefore,  my  brethren,  when  ye 
come  together  to  eat,  tarry  one  for 
another.  (34)  And  if  any  man  hunger, 
let  him  eat  at  home;  that  ye  come  not 
together  unto  condemnation.  And 
the  rest  will  I  set  in  order  when  I  come.

Wherefore  whosoever  shall  eat 


this 


bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of  the  Lord, 
unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  body 
and  blood  of  the  Lord.  (28)  But  let  a 
man  examine  himself,  and  so  let  him 


eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that 
cup.  (29)  For  he  that  eateth  and 
drinketh  unworthily,  eateth  and 
drinketh  damnation  to  himself,  not 
discerning  the  Lord's  body. 


We  are  told  that  if  we  take  of  this  bread  and  this  cup  "unworthily";  we  bring 
God's  wrath  upon  our  lives  by  not  reverencing  the  Lord's  body.  In  fact,  the 
phrase  "not  discerning  the  Lord's  body"  has  the  idea  of  treating  Jesus  the 
same  way  the  mocking  and  jeering  crowds  did  at  His  crucifixion.  It  means 
that  we  treat  His  broken  body  and  His  shed  blood  as  if  they  were  useless!

2  Chronicles  7:14-22  KJV 

If  my  people,  which  are  called  by  my 
name,  shall  humble  themselves,  and 
pray,  and  seek  my  face,  and  turn  from 
their  wicked  ways;  then  will  I  hear 
from  heaven,  and  will  forgive  their  sin, 
and  will  heal  their  land.  (1 5)  Now  mine 
eyes  shall  be  open,  and  mine  ears 
attent  unto  the  prayer  that  is  made  in 
this  place.  (1 6)  For  now  have  I  chosen 
and  sanctified  this  house,  that  my 
name  may  be  there  for  ever:  and  mine 
eyes  and  mine  heart  shall  be  there 
perpetually.

(1 9)  But  if  ye 
turn  away,  and  forsake  my  statutes 


and  my  commandments,  which  I 
have  set  before  you,  and  shall  go  and 
serve  other  gods,  and  worship  them; 
(20)  Then  will  I  pluck  them  up  by  the 
roots  out  of  my  land  which  I  have 
given  them;  and  this  house,  which  I 
have  sanctified  for  my  name,  will  I 
cast  out  of  my  sight,  and  will  make  it 
to  be  a  proverb  and  a  byword  among 
all  nations.  (21 )  And  this  house,  which 
is  high,  shall  be  an  astonishment  to 
every  one  that  passeth  by  it;  so  that 
he  shall  say,  Why  hath  the  LORD 
done  thus  unto  this  land,  and  unto 
this  house?  (22)  And  it  shall  be 
answered,  Because  they  forsook  the 
LORD  God  of  their  fathers,  which 
brought  them  forth  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  and  laid  hold  on  other  gods, 
and  worshipped  them,  and  served 
them:  therefore  hath  he  brought  all 
this  evil  upon  them. 


II.  Pre  para  tion  Is  An  Act  Of  Obedience 

1  Corinthians  1 1:28 

But  let  a  man  examine  himself,  and  so  let  him  eat  of  the  bread  and  drink  of  the  cup. 

The  Lord  is  telling  us  to  "examine"  our  own  lives. 


We  need  to  be  sure  that  we  are  clean,  before  we  come  to  His  table. 

When  we  partake  of  His  table  with  an  unclean  heart, 

there  will  be  a  price  to  pay. 

We  are  to  examine  ourselves  and  bring  our  sins  to  His  altar 

confession  and  repentance 

When  we  do  that,  we  can  expect  His  forgiveness. 

When  we  do  not,  we  can  expect  His  chastisement! 

IS  IT  THAT SERIOUS /{ 

Yes  it  is!  In  fact,  it  is  so  serious  that  I  would  say  to  you  that  If  You 
Have  Sin  In  Your  Life  And  You  Do  Not  Plan  To  Confess  It  And 
Deal  With  In  This  Altar;  then  you  should  Let  The  Bread  And  The 
Juice  Pass  You  By!

III.  Remembering  isAnActOe  Obedience 


1 .  He  left  heaven  to  be  born  in  a  human  body 

Philippians  2:5-8  KJV 

Let  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was 
also  in  Christ  Jesus:  (6)  Who,  being  in 
the  form  of  God,  thought  it  not 
robbery  to  be  equal  with  God:  (7)  But 
made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and 
took  upon  him  the  form  of  a  servant, 


and  was  made  in  the  likeness  of  men: 
(8)  And  being  found  in  fashion  as  a 
man,  he  humbled  himself,  and 
became  obedient  unto  death,  even 
the  death  of  the  cross.

1  Peter  2:21-24  KJV 

For  even  hereunto  were  ye  called: 
because  Christ  also  suffered  for  us, 
leaving  us  an  example,  that  ye  should 
follow  his  steps:  (22)  Who  did  no  sin, 
neither  was  guile  found  in  his  mouth: 
(23)  Who,  when  he  was  reviled,  reviled 
not  again;  when  he  suffered,  he 


threatened  not;  but  committed 
to  him  that  judgeth 
righteously:  (24)  Who  his  own  self  bare 
our  sins  in  his  own  body  on  the  tree, 
that  we,  being  dead  to  sins,  should  live 
unto  righteousness:  by  whose  stripes 
ye  were  healed.

He  is  despised  and  rejected  of  men;  a 
man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted  with 
grief:  and  we  hid  as  it  were  our  faces 
from  him;  he  was  despised,  and  we 
esteemed  him  not.  (4)  Surely  he  hath 
borne  our  griefs,  and  carried  our 
sorrows:  yet  we  did  esteem  him 
stricken,  smitten  of  God,  and  afflicted. 
(5)  But  he  was  wounded  for  our 


transgressions,  he  was  bruised  for  our 
iniquities:  the  chastisement  of  our 
peace  was  upon  him;  and  with  his 
stripes  we  are  healed.  (6)  All  we  like 
sheep  have  gone  astray;  we  have 
turned  every  one  to  his  own  way;  and 
the  LORD  hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity 
of  us  all.

Revelation  5:7- 1 0  KJV 

And  he  came  and  took  the  book  out 
of  the  right  hand  of  him  that  sat  upon 
the  throne.  (8)  And  when  he  had 
taken  the  book,  the  four  beasts  and 
four  and  twenty  elders  fell  down 
before  the  Lamb,  having  every  one  of 
them  harps,  and  golden  vials  full  of 
odours,  which  are  the  prayers  of 
saints.
